■“It was a very efficient system and 
he photographed well over 80 top- 
secret documents." Attorney General 
Sir Michael Havers said on the sec- 
ond day of the jury trial at London's 
Old Bailey Central Criminal Court. 

1 The documents . carried NATO’s 
“cosmic" classification, meaning 
that disclosure would result. in ‘'ex- 
ceptionally .grave damage" to the 15- 
nation military partnership between 
the United States and its allies, Ha-, 
vers said.. .-
